Art. 1 Francis Tolman was elected Moderator by vote cast 
by the clerk, for the coming year. 


Art. 2. Eleanor Ellicott was elected School Clerk for the 
ensuing year. One vote was cast by the clerk. 


Art. 3. George Staples was elected as member of the 
School Board. One vote was cast by the clerk. Mr. Staples was 
elected for the ensuing three years. 


The Moderator called for ballots for Treasurer for 
the ensuing year

Irene Tompkins was sworn in by the Moderator. 


Art. 5. A motion was made by George Staples that this 
article be passed over and taken up after Art. 8.

Art. 7. Harold King was nominated and elected Auditor 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 8. A motion was made by George Staples as follows: 
“Moved that the school district raise and appropriate $16,084.25, 
and to authorize and direct the school board to apply against 
said appropriation such income as is estimated by the school 
board exclusive of state aid, and upon the determination of the 
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amount of state aid to be received by the school district during 
the next fiscal year, to authorize and direct the school board to 
apply against such appropriation the sum to be received from 
state aid and with the school district clerk certify to the selectmen 
the balance as an assessment to be raised by the town for school 
purposes.” ‘he motion was seconded and declared. 


George Staples told the meeting that the town could not 
receive state aid. Charles L. Bowlby, Superintendent, explained 
why this town would not receive state aid, based on the town’s 
adjusted valuation. 


A discussion followed on the increased cost of travel ex- 
penses and tuitions of elementary and high school students. 


A motion was made by Neil Tolman as follows: 

“Moved: that outside tuition for Nelson students be 
limited to eighth grade students going to Harrisville and 
high school students, provided however, that if especial 
circumstances exist which in the discretion of the board 
makes it more advisable to pay tuition for a limited 
number of elementary students outside the town.” | 
Motion was seconded, passed and declared. 


A second motion was made by Neil Tolman as follows: 
“Moved: that consistent with the motion already passed 
relative to the payment of tuition to outside schools, 
that the board will reduce to a minimum all trans- 
portation for all children of all grades consistent with 
necessary demands for attendance at school.” 

_ Motion was seconded and passed, 24-12. 


A motion was made as follows: 
“Moved: that the selectmen be empowered to obtain a 
binder from the insurance company to be in effect until 
town meeting. The motion was seconded and declared. 


A motion by the Moderator to adjourn this meeting. 
The motion was seconded, passed and so declared.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


Since our last School District Meeting the School Board has 
been occupied with a variety of problems other than those con- 
cerned with routine school matters. In seeking solutions to all 
problems we have been guided by two purposes: to provide the 
best possible educational opportunities for Nelson children, and 
to carry out, as best we can, the wishes of our voters as expressed 
in our District Meeting. 


Most of these issues, being urgent, must be decided by the 
Board, but whenever practicable, the approval of the District 
Meeting is sought before final action is taken. 


Problems and Charges 

In September several pupils were transferred from the Ches- 
ham School to the Munsonville School at a saving in tuition of 
approximately one thousand dollars. ‘This step did not appear 
feasible at the time of our last District Meeting, but was finally 
taken after Mr. Bowlby’s assurance that, with the low expected 
enrollment at Munsonville, it could be done without excessive 
burden to Mrs. Hastings. 


The State Board of Education for several months has been 
attempting a revision of the supervisory unions in the State for 
the purpose of correcting excessively large and awkwardly ar- 
ranged groupings of town within unions. Sectional meetings have 
been held throughout the State to discuss the problem with local 
school] boards, but, as additional funds are required for the pro- 
ject, the State Board must await an appropriation from the 
Legislature. 


If this reorganization takes place, more time will be available 
to our Superintendent to devote to supervision with little or no 
added cost to the ‘Town. 


New advantages to our pupils are being made possible by 
the recent completion of a modern three-year junior high school 
in Keene. In this development the Keene School Board has ar- 
ranged two joint meetings with interested school boards at which 
common problems were discussed. 
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It was gratifying to the Nelson Board to learn from these 
meetings that Keene not only tolerates, but encourages and wel- 
comes tuition pupils, believing such an arrangement to be desir- 
able to all concerned. The Keene Board bases its tuition rates each 
year upon the per capita cost of the previous year. Tuition paying 
towns are particularly favored in that they share on a per capita 
basis only in the school’s operating expenses, while Keene as- 
sumes the entire burden of capital outlay on present facilities. 


Transportation problems become increasingly acute in pre- 
paring for next year’s needs. Mr. French’s decision not to bid again 
on Nelson school transportation means increased costs to Nelson 
The added mileage to the Keene Junior High School has ruled 
out the possibility of combining our routes with that of Harris- 
ville as Mr. French previously has been able to do at a consider- 
able saving to the Town. We believe we have a solution to these 
problems which will be approved by our District Meeting. 


Appreciation 


The School Board wishes to express its sincere appreciation 
of the work of our Superintendent, Mr. Bowlby. We have only 
praise for the efficient manner in which he and his office carry 
on the great volume of detailed work for the eight communities 
which he serves. ‘The quality as well as quantity of his profes- 
sional counsel and leadership, in our view, reach far beyond 
that which is ordinarily expected in rural supervision.

SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


Efforts were continued to improve the school grounds with 
top soil and grass seed. Some progress was made with the lawn, 
even though a very dry summer was no help. The school floor 
was machine scrubbed and treated with floor seal; while case- 
ment windows were painted and wire mesh screens placed over the 
large side windows. The building is now in good condition and 
should be kept there by spending a small sum each year. 


The instructional program continues under the able direc- 
tion of Mrs. Freda Hastings, with 19 pupils in four grades. Nine 
Nelson pupils are completing grade eight in The Wells Memorial 
School in Chesham. For the next two years there will be no grade 
eight at the Munsonville school, as the only pupils in these grades 
will attend the new Keene junior high school along with the 9th 
graders. 


Mrs. Hastings is operating the hot lunch program again this 
year and this is a real benefit to the school children. It has been 
possible so. far to supply the program with turkey, ham, honey, 
beans, peanut butter and powdered milk. Few teachers would 
care to take on the additional work of this program, but then, 
the Munsonville school has an exceptional teacher. By treating her 
properly, the children of the community may hope to have her 
for some time to come. All in all, the Munsonville school and its 
program is the equal or superior of any small school program in 
the state.
